Upsurge Seen 
In Religious 
Training For Child 


There are now almost 27 mil­ 
lion children enrolled in the na­ 
tion's Protestant 250.000 Sunday 
school, and the num ber is stead­ 
ily rising. 
W hat’s m ore a recent survey 
of V assar College alum nae from 
the classes of 1950 to 1949 re ­ 
veals that among indifferent and 
regular churchgoers alike there 
is an overwhelming 
belief 
(79 
percent) that children should go 
to Sunday school. 
To find out why there has been 
such an upsurge in ret i g i o u s 
training, a national m agazine re­ 
cently asked m any young m oth­ 
ers, ranging from pillars of the 
church to middle-of-the-road ag­ 
nostics, why they are sending 
their children to Sunday school. 
The reasons given are as varied 
as the parents them selves but 
they fall roughly into four cate­ 
gories.

look to Sunday school as a prep­ 
aration for church, to strength­ 
en their children’? belief in God, 
t > learn the Bible and the teach­ 
ings of the church and to prepare 
for affiliation with the church of 
their parents.

A third group feh that going

of the 
great American custom of doing

children, and thus helps to pro­ 
duce the all-round child. 
To still another large group of 
young parents religion is a way 
of life as much as a m etaphysi­ 
cal faith. They want their chil­ 
dren to learn a code of ethics 
that is a component of all relig­ 
ions in the hope that these ethics 
will become part of their daily 
life. 
Probably it is no coincidence 
that the upsurge of interest in 
religious training has occurred 
at a time when m any children 
are exposed to atom-boml drills, 
the

breakfast-food tops whose heroes 
are

Highroads 
Of Universe 


By DR. J 
GLOVER JOHNSON 
Professor of Religion

One of the most deep-seated 
of the economic causes of war 
has been the territorial distribu­ 
tion of the world 
among the 
stronger nations. This, obviously, 
brings about serious economic 
dislocation, both for the inhabi­ 
tants of the subservient nation 
and for international trade. 
The standard of living of a peo­ 
ple who must pay tribute to an­ 
other nation is bound to be lower 
than the standard of living of the 
“ power” nation. This seriously 
impedes the social progress of 
those countries which are held 
under 
the 
authority 
of 
these 
stronger nations. 
The economic reason why one 
country 
desires 
control 
over 
other countries is in 
order 
to 
have the monopoly over their 
trade. This m eans that the “ pow­ 
e r ” nation can enact its own ta r­ 
iff laws, 
regulating the condi­ 
tions undei which it trades with 
these countries and these coun­ 
tries can trade with it. Of still 
more importance, it m akes laws 
which place certain import du­ 
ties upon goods from other n a­ 
tions. 
Presum ably, 
a 
government 
makes its tariff laws for the pro­ 
tection of its own industry 
and 
agriculture. 
The 
vastly 
more 
serious concomitant, however, is 
that it locks the door in the face 
of many other nations. These 
other nations have poods which 
they must sell somewhere if they 
are to be able to buy outside of 
their own countries. Tariff dis­ 
crimination, therefore, has en­ 
gendered some of the world's 
deepest antag< nism between n a­ 
tions. 
The inability of a buyer nation 
to have mutual economic 
rela­ 
tionships with a nation to w'hich 
it sells has brought another cri­ 
tical situation for the total social 
order—namely, the whole prob­ 
lem of monetary exchange. 
When peoples in the less fav­ 
ored countries are not 
able to 
buy a com m ensurate amount of 
goods in a given country for the 
commodities which they send to 
that country, they feel that they 
have been treated unfairly, as 
well they might. It is the sam e 
sort of situation as a farm er hav­ 
ing to sell two or three entire 
cowhides in order to have 
the 
purchase price of one 
pair of 
shoes. 
A fourth economic cause of 
war is lack of access to raw m a ­ 
terials. The Industrial Revolu­ 
tion has m ade it necessary for

Another economic factor un­ 
derlying war is unemployment. 
When Industrial conditions grow 
so bad that able-bodied men are 
thrown out of work and have to 
see their families suffer, they 
get into a rebellious mood. 
At 
tirst their animosity is turned 
against the government of their 
own country for allowing such a 
state of affairs to exist. If the 
government does nothing about 
it, civil war threatens and som e­ 
times actually occurs. 
Usually, however, in order to 
save itself, the 
government by 
adroit political skJl begins to fo­ 
cus attention upon some group 
either inside or outside the coun­ 
try, whom it can successfully 
m ake 
the 
scapegoat 
for 
the 
trouble. It has always been easy, 
for exam ple, to weld 
a people 
together by blaming the Jews 
for a country's financial ills. 
But when a government makes 
little headway in preventing po­ 
litical 
revolution 
by 
seeking 
some scapegoat, 
it is always 
easy to charge' a traditional ene­ 
my country with working to de­ 
stroy one s country’s economic 
existence, 
for 
there 
is 
much 
truth in this claim. This has the 
t oubly successful e je c t of not 
only 
turning 
criticism 
away 
from the country’s existing gov­ 
ernm ent, but also of fomenting 
mounting hate, which changes 
the erstwhile complaining voices 
into a single unanimous voice 
clam oring 
for 
war 
against 
a 
com m on foe.

ed by the studio. We express 
no opinion 
at this tim e as to whether such p ractices 
are or a re not in violation of the anti-trust 
jlaws. We do desire, how ever, to point out 
that w hether or not these p ractices a re a 
violation of any law they are considered by 


the com m ission to be relevant in d eterm in ­ 
ing the qualifications of applicants utiliz­ 


ing such p ractices. It is obvious that the 
success of television will depend to a large 


m easu re on the ability of television s ta ­ 
tions to acq u ire the best 
available 
films 
and to utilize the best available talent and 
stories in their program s. Motion picture 


com panies, of course, have the sa m e inter­ 
est. 


‘‘When a television station is owned by a 
licensee other than a motion picture co m ­ 
pany, it will com pete vigorously with the 


motion picture com panies to secu re the 
best available films, talent and stories for 


use over his station.

ion properties.

censes the station to a person with an ob­

1 m ent, what the F C C sa y s, in effect, is that 
the motion picture industry must be pre-

The safety cot ceil has issued a 
solemn warning on the hazards 
of matrimony to a bride who 
can’t tell a can opener from a 
carpet sweeper, or a dish pan 
from a daiquiri.

THE (TOI NI IL IS NOT so 
much interested in the mental 
and emotional hazards of m atri­ 
mony as the material ones, such 
as scatter rugs and 
slippery 
showers. It is obvious that the 
council believes that a broken 
home is too oft preceded by a 
broken leg. 
Its current press release is a 
complication of household hor­ 
rors likely to set back matrimo­ 
ny by a good ten years, and fair 
frighten the wits out of any 
bride-to-be who thinks the estate 
both honorable and safe. 
Marriage is nothing to he en­ 
tered into lightly, the council 
warns, especially if the honey­ 
moon cottage has dimly lighted 
stairways, loose, small scatter 
rugs without skid-proof under- 
surfacing, and bum electric w ir­ 
ing 
In such eases, the honey­ 
moon cottage is nothing better 
than a death trap, and it is a 
lucky bride indeed who es­ 
capes alive from a love nest 
equipped with an old fashioned 
or jab-and-stab can opener. 
The poor kid who is faced with 
this kind of can opener has third- 
degree grounds for going home 
to mother, in the ill-veiled opin­ 
ion of the council. And the soon­ 
er the better, for with this lethal 
weapon the bride at any moment 
may stab herself fatally between 
the pantry and the kitchen coun­ 
ter.

Farmer Getting 
ale Of Dollar, 
Experts Report 


WASHINGTON, June 2 — The 
Agriculture Department reports 
that farmers have been getting 
j about 51 cents of the dollar that 
consumers spent for farm goods 
j during most of this year. 
In the previous year farmers 
had been getting up to 50 cents 
on the dollar, after a low of 46 
cents in June, 1950. 
Despite the farmer’s slight 
rise in his share, both farm 
and retail prices of farm foods 
diopped in March and April. 
Eepartment officials say this 
was the first month-to-month 
declines since October 1950. 
The department bases its es­ 
timate on the m arket basket— 
which 
toughly 
contains 
t h e 
amount of farm products equal 
to the 1935-1939 yearly purchases 
of an average family of three. 
The farm value of the market 
basket was $383 in mid-April. 
The retail cost was about $718. 
The farm value of the m ark­ 
et was about $76 dollars higher 
than it was a year earlier. At the 
same time marketing charges 
were up $32.

Output Nearing 
Record Low 


WASHINGTON, June 2 — The 
Agriculture Department warns 
that the nation's butter produc­ 
tion is nearing a record low this 
year. 
„ 
Officials said low output will 
limit civilian consumption to IO 
pounds per person or less in 1951. 
Butter production 
dipped 
that 
low in 1948 but supplies have ris­ 
en, until this year. 
They predict butter output this 
year will drop to below 94 mil­ 
lion pounds, compared to the 
130-miliion-pound long-term 
av­ 
erage. 
Storage stocks of butter de­ 
creased by one million pounds 
during April, leaving butter in 
vorage down almost two-thirds 
from 1950. Last year, stocks in 
April went up by 16 m i l l i o n 
pounds. 
While output and stocks de­ 
cline consumer demand contin­ 
ues to mount, officials refused to 
guess how much of this demand 
will be switched to oleomargar­ 
ine, but they say it will be sub­ 
stantial. 
Meanwhile milk production in 
April was below the levels of 
the previous year for the sixth 
{ consecutive month. 
Milk production per cow 
has 
also 
dropped 
this 
year, 
due 
mostly to the severe Winter and 
I a late Spring in many areas.
